This is the roof of a canteen in St. John’s Wood, London, after a severe fire. The roof is decked 
with Stramit structural insulating slabs which prevented a first-floor fire from spreading to the 
rest of the building.

report continues, ‘for various fears and hopes are held 
about this. At one end some would like to find a skill 
in the technician well developed because so much of 
building detail has “ design content,’ while at the other 
there are fears that any such skill might be exploited by 
independent practice of a debased character. The training 
should produce a man of calibre in his own right sufficient 
to avoid this latter risk, and the course is not definitive 
about the former. The architect has no monopoly of the 
term “ designer"’ and in fact relies on a great number 
in the industrial world. The direction taken by a student 
of such a course will depend much on what is evoked from 
him in the office to which he is attached and upon his 
native ability.’ 
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This final observation puts a finger on a matter essential 
to the welfare of the two courses referred to—the intelli- 
gent and sympathetic support to be given by architectural 
and building firms (not forgetting the Architects’ depart- 
ments of local authorities, hospital boards and nationalised 
utilities) to the schemes. Some sacrifice on their part will 
be called for—in allowing staff enrolled for the courses 
time off for the necessary full-time periods. The results, 
nevertheless, should be rewarding to all concerned. We 
shall hope to see a quick and full response to Manchester’s 
enterprise and, so far as the Technicians’ course is con- 
cerned, the full backing of the RIBA given to this brave 
and timely proposal. 


Survey of Architects’ Offices 


DETAILS of progress on the Survey of Architects’ Offices 
now made public by the RIBA indicate that this inquiry 
may well to be one of the most useful pieces of 
research yet undertaken on behalf of the profession. The 
Survey. made possible by a generous grant from the Lever- 
hulme Trust, seeks to establish what work is done in 
architects’ offices and what the output of staff; what scale 
of fees is desirable and practicable; the fields of responsi- 
bility of various grades of staffs (and as a consequence

what salaries should be paid); and whether the conditions 
in which architecture is produced are inhibited by 
influences within and without the office. 

The stage now reached is that the Survey team, by 
devoted service, has personally visited a total of 71 offices 
both private and official, and has also conducted a postal 
inquiry on a larger scale of one in every five offices in 
England and Wales and Scotland. The response to the 
latter inquiry has been good, 80 per cent of official depart- 
ments having complied and 40 per cent of private offices. 
The remarkable thing has been that there has been virtu- 
ally no resistance by firms visited, many of whom have 
subsequently expressed gratification that the RIBA has 
undertaken the work and have acknowledged that the 
inquiry (which in every case has taken a full day and has 
engaged three or four members of the team) has set new 
ideas loose in the office, to general advantage. 

Where now? The team is now busy collating results 
a task which seems monumental but which is well under 
way—and hopes to place its report in the hands of the 
Professional Relations Committee by the end of August, 
after which it will go to the first convenient meeting of 
Council. It is emphasised that the team does not con- 
ceive as its duty to make recommendations, but only to 
give the facts as revealed by the survey. RIBA com- 
mittees affected—notably the Practice committee, the 
Board of Architectural Education and Professor Robert 
Matthew’s special committee on the technician class—will 
then use the data in formulating recommendations to 
Council, if thought to be desirable. Questions as to fees 
(including the matter of the composite fee for joint pro- 
fessional services, in which the Survey members found 
much interest in offices), salaries of assistants and the 
extent of the call for the creation of a new technician class, 
are only some that may arise. 

The Survey Team, it is clear, would be among the last 
to claim that its findings will be fully representative of 
the average architectural office; in fact, the selection of 
firms visited has had a definite bias towards the efficient. 
The survey, moreover, is a sample one only, there being 
about 3,000 firms in private practice with a further 500 
or so public or local authority offices. Those who hope 
for a picture of the average architectural office, therefore, 
will look in vain. But, from the facts now made known, 
it is already certain that a good picture of the major 
strengths (and major weaknesses) of offices both public 
and private will emerge, and this should provide the RIBA 
committees with the powder and shot to make an assault 
on inefficiencies and, no less important, on injustices to 
principals as well as staff. On current progress, as well as 
on being the first profession to undertake such a survey, 
the RIBA is much to be congratulated.

Australian Architect in London 

IN LONDON recently, at the end of a 
4-month tour of USA (where he has seen 
Patrick Horsbrugh), Canada, the Con- 
tinent and England was R. P. Murray, 
partner of Sir Arthur Stephenson, of 
Sydney. Mr. Murray, who spent some 
time after the war in Sir Thomas Ben- 
nett’s office, tells us that his principals 
hold firmly to the belief that their senior 
architects should get abroad every few 
years to refresh their knowledge and pre- 
vent staleness. He himself has been 
studying precast work, especially in USA 
where great strides are being made in re- 
inforced concrete—a change of front 
caused by the not infrequent hold-ups in 
steel supply arising from steel-makers’ 
strikes. American work in this field is 
of a very high quality, he says 


The package-deal is nothing like the 
menace in the States as it appears to be 
here, Mr. Murray believes. This is 
because the American architect enjoys a 
high degree of confidence from his clients 
who rely on him for economic as well 
as technical advice. British architects 
must strengthen their hands in this direc- 
tion, he thinks, if they are to challenge 
successfully the package-dealer. The 
quantity surveyor is not making much 
progress, it seems, either in the States 
or in Australia where he is used more as 
an estimator than as a controller of costs. 
He tends to be employed in an estimating 
capacity both by the architect and the 
builder, though in Australia there are 
quite a number of independent offices, 
some of them branches of English firms. 


Mr. Murray also believes that the time 
is at hand when training for a technician 
class must be provided. He sees nothing 
derogatory in the establishment of such a 
profession which must come, he believes, 


if architectural offices are to cope with 
the flood of work. 


IN AUSTRALIA, as everywhere, the job 
of keeping on top of technical informa- 
tion is a constant source of worry. ‘ But 
we file everything of interest as it comes 
in’ said Mr. Murray, ‘ unless it does not 
conform to standard size; then, regard- 
less of its value it goes straight into the 
wastepaper basket.’ Manufacturers, please 
note! 


Face-lift for Epping 


EPPING is the latest town to take advan- 
tage of the Civic Trust’s assistance in 
rehabilitating its existing buildings and 
amenities at comparatively little cost. 
The new scheme for the improved High- 
street was Officially opened last Saturday 
(May 27) by the Lord Mayor of London, 
Sir Bernard Waley-Cohen. The result is 
that Epping still retains its character as 
a small market town on the outskirts of 
London, but now it looks smart and well- 
cared-for rather than neglected. 

When, in the winter of 1959, it was 
asked to assist Epping in undertaking a 
street improvement scheme, the Civic 
Trust realised that this was a challenge 
which differed in many respects from 
schemes already completed or under way 
in Norwich, Croydon, Burslem and 
Windsor. In the first place, previous 
schemes had involved only one of several 
commercial areas in the various towns, 
but Epping proposed to rejuvenate its 
whole shopping area. Moreover, Epping 
was interesting in that it had shown that 
the creation of a new town nearby (Har- 
low) could be a spur to improvement 
rather than a cause for despondency. But 
perhaps the most significant aspect of the 
Epping experiment is that it is the first 
scheme completed where the county coun- 
cil has given substantial assistance—by a 
financial contribution of 40 per cent of 
the co-ordinating architect’s fees, by 
undertaking the whole of the photo- 
graphic survey and by sending several 
representatives and officers to assist in 
the work of the joint committee. It is 
to be hoped that other county councils 
will see the point and give help to similar 
schemes within their boundaries. 

* * . 

MR. JOHN L, GREENWOOD, ARIBA, of the 
Civic Trust, was the co-ordinating archi- 
tect, helped by a panel of architects 
selected with the assistance of the Essex, 
Cambridgeshire and Hertfordshire Society 
of Architects. The scheme involved 140 
properties and only in five cases were the 
owners totally unable to co-operate in 
addition to a few cases where rebuilding 
was in progress. The majority of build- 
ings have been completely redecorated, 
and many have had new shop fronts. All 
seats on the greens have been repaired and 
repainted, new litter bins of improved 
design provided, returfing undertaken and 
unnecessary railings and undergrowth 
cleared. Two new bus shelters were de- 
signed by the Civic Trust and built with 
the co-operation of the TDA. In addi- 
tion to the benefits accruing to its inhabi- 
tants, Epping is seen each year by many 
thousands passing through it on the main 
A.11 road, some of whom at least, it may 
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be supposed, will take steps to see that 
this latest example of the Civic Trust’s 
work is followed in their own towns. 


Norfolk and Norwich Architects 


THE CURRENT HANDBOOK of the Norfolk 
and Norwich Association of Architects 
continues the trend of well-produced 
annual reviews that are now published by 
the Allied Societies and their branches 
throughout the country. In his Foreword, 
the 1960-61 president, Mr. A. W. Eccle- 
stone, points to the closer liaison between 
Norfolk and Suffolk architects as being 
the most outstanding item of the year, 
thus spotlighting the Association’s com- 
mendable contribution to one of the ex- 
plicit aims of the Allied Societies Con- 
ference. Infusing historical and current 
interest in a publication, which by its 
nature must contain the Association’s 
rules and routine business, the editor has 
included some interesting notes on cast 
iron in Norwich architecture, contributed 
by A. Paget Baggs, and extracts from the 
Norwich Traffic Report, 1959, by the 
Norwich Society. 

Finally, there is a tribute to mark fifty 
years’ membership of the RIBA of Mr. 
Ernest Buckingham, described as a very 
remarkable young man who, at the age of 
87, has the reputation of being the oldest 
practising architect in the country.

THIS NEW THEATRE, seating 550, is to be 
built on a bank of the River Wey at 
Guildford, and the borough council have 
provided a site near the mill pool and 
town bridge. The cost is estimated at 
£200,000, and a public appeal is being 
launched to raise funds for the building 
which is to be a memorial to Miss 
Yvonne Arnaud, who was a founder- 
director of the present Guildford 
Theatre Club. 

The theatre virtually rises out of the 
River Wey, surrounded on almost three 
sides by water. The site is a rough 
triangle, the tip of an island jutting out 
into the old mill pool. 

To fit this site, the architects have 
designed a horse-shoe plan, the flat side 
forming the stage, and foyers and public 
rooms extending around the arc with a 
panoramic view of the river. 

The main entrance will be across a 
bridge from the new Quarry-street relief 
road, and an arched footbridge in two 
spans will link the island with Mill- 
mead and the bus and railway stations. 

There is no room for a large car park 
on the site, but there will be plenty of 
space for cars in the Quarry-street park 
and across the footbridge in Millmead. 

The auditorium, seating 550 in raked 
stalls and circle, is almost round, giving 
a close intimacy with the performance 
and an excellent view of the stage. 

The stage itself is large, with generous 
wing space. There will be no pro- 
scenium as such to form a barrier 
between audience and actors, but a false 
proscenium can be used with traditional 
stage settings. The apron stage can be 
extended to bring the actors right into 
the middle of the audience for modern 
productions. 

The foyer at first-floor level will be 
the main public space. Comfortably 
furnished and provided with a first-rate

Guildford’s theatregoers. 

The theatre club-room above will 
provide more private facilities for 
theatre club members. It will have its 
own kitchen and toilet accommodation.

Mooring facilities will be provided 
for those arriving for refreshment or 
entertainment by boat.

The 
liberal studies would in some senses be 
broader than most architects get, but 
history and theory of design would be 
developed primarily to bring about a 
sympathetic comprehension of contem- 
porary design. Thus in the technical and 
practical field it comes up to Intermediate 
level, and frequently much beyond, even 
to Final stage, incorporating an amount 
of post - Intermediate professional 
material.

Sculpture at the Royal Academy 


REVIEWED BY MARJORIE MORRISON 


THIS HARDY ANNUAL, the Royal Academy 
Summer Exhibition, is with us again for 
the one hundred and ninety-third time: a 
solemn thought. Emphasising tradition, 
this year’s charming poster shows the 
Prince of Wales and Sir Joshua Reynolds 
at the 1778 ‘ opening,’ surrounded by con- 
temporary works of art and a fashionable 
crowd of people—the ‘ establishment’ art 
hung very thickly indeed. Have things 
changed much after all the years of con- 
formity? Current opinion insists that the 
citadel has been taken by infiltration and 
that the Academy is now much more 
representative of the imaginative experi- 
ence of its time. This may be true of 
painting but it certainly is not borne out 
by the sculpture. Nevertheless what is 


‘Neighbourly Encounter’ (bronze), by 


Uli Nimptsch, ARA 


on view is pleasant and easy to enjoy, but 
there is no single great work of art to be 
a focus or to set a standard. 


Looking for something of architectural 
interest is unrewarding until we discover 
a bronze group commissioned by the LCC 
for Silwood Housing Estate. Here Uli 
Nimptsch has produced something that 
is perfect of its kind. There is nothing 
trite about the neighbourly encounter of 
the boy and girl on their different sides 
of the fence, even if boy is giving girl 
a flower. It is done in Nimptsch’s very 
finished manner and the composition is 
interesting from all angles. Nearby is 
Sydney Harpley’s most important exhibit 
‘Girl combing her Hair.’ This sculptor 
progresses towards a simplicity and monu- 
mentality that is very impressive and at 
the same time retains the charm and sense 
of character of his earlier work. Although 
there has been little infiltration of the 
progressive and unfamiliar there are two 
works with a definitely non-figurative bias 

the terrifying ‘ Baal,’ a very false god 


by F. E. McWilliam, which suffers from 
an uncomfortably top-heavy look, and 
“Agamemnon, a rather un-significant 
form in iron, by Bryan Kneale. 

It is always worth while seeing what 
Siegfried Charoux is up to, and we find a 
large figure, in cement, of a seated man 
(‘ Reading’), which does not quite come 
off because it embodies two different out- 
looks: his own and perhaps Zadkine’s. 
The outlined void, indicating the book or 
newspaper that he is intent on, is quite 
out of place in the context of the 
realistically-treated figure and at the first 
glance you see literally nothing but this 
hole. His smaller work, ‘ Violinist,’ is 
really much better. 

Portraiture, usually the Academy’s 
strong suit, is disappointing. Nothing 
really stands out among the quiet like- 
nesses and presentation busts. Perhaps 
two celebrities, Sir Winston Churchill and 
Yehudi Menuhin, are the most striking. 
There are two versions of Sir Winston to 
choose from. The ‘Chartwell Bust,’ a 
bronze by David McFall whose work is 
always distinguished, is excellent. Dark 
green in colour, with head and underlip 
characteristically thrust forward, it 
embodies the general conception of 
Churchill as a character. The other 
version by Bryant Baker, in white marble, 
looking like a benevolent bishop with all 
character smoothed out of his face, is just 
how not to do Churchill. The President, 
Sir Charles Wheeler, gives us _ three 
versions of Menuhin which, shown 
together against a velvet background, 
achieve the effect of a composite portrait. 
Sir Charles is to be envied his challenging 
opportunity. The result is certainly 
honest, vigorous and interesting but the 
personality of the sitter surely calls for 
a more subtle and delicate treatment. 

One feature of this year’s exhibition 
which should go on record is the number, 
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‘Head of Cleo’ (terossa ferrata), by Eva

variety and charm of the birds and beasts 
interspersed with the humans, From cart- 
horse foals to fighting cocks they all give 
pleasure and the materials used are a 
delight in themselves. Outstanding how- 
ever are two specials. First ‘Head of 
Cleo,’ a smal] masterpiece (hidden in the 
Large South Room). This is the head of 
what must be the original shaggy dog of 
the stories, in a beautiful rusty terracotta 
used in a very shaggy way by Eva Castle. 
We could do with more of Mrs. Castle's 
very individual work in this exhibition. 
The other special is very different—a 
wood carving by Willi Soukop called 
‘Bestiary of the Backyard.” As the 
puzzling title suggests it is a far from 
ordinary beast with a totem-like quality 
and it is treated with primitive naivety. 
It is ugly, powerful and full of black 
magic.

COID Statement on Functional Efficiency 


IN HIS SPEECH announcing the Design 
Centre Awards, HRH The Duke of Edin- 
burgh drew attention to the problem of 
determining the efficiency of products in- 
cluded in Design Index, from which 
Design Centre exhibits are chosen. 


It is therefore opportune (states the 
Council of Industrial Design) to reiterate 
what the Council has been doing since 
before the Centre opened regarding this 
important problem of verifying that pro- 
ducts included in Design Index and 
shown in displays are functionally 
efficient. Where official organisations— 
such as the Gas Council, Coal Utilisation 
Council and British Electrical Appliances 
Board—exist, acceptance for the Index 
depends on a favourable report. For 
most other industries with goods in the 


Index a technical adviser—a research 
organisation, a panel or an individual— 
has been appointed to examine and ap- 
prove products before their final accept- 
ance. Where appropriate British Stan- 
dards exist, such as those dealing with 
safety, all products must meet their 
requirements.

THIS WAREHOUSE at Whitchurch for John Harvey & Sons Ltd 
provides space for storage and bottling processes previously carried 
out in a number of separate buildings. The design problems were 
to achieve stable temperatures usually associated with underground 
cellars, without the expense and handling difficulties involved in 
the traditional wine store, and to plan for concentrated storage 
of a large number of wines, each of which must be instantly avail 
able without disturbing the remainder of the stock and at the same 
time to provide for bulk storage of lines such as sherries. 

The architects advised upon the most suitable handling methods, 
which in this case involved the use of fork-lift and ‘ skid-stac’ 
trucks. 

The detailed layout of the building evolved from the preliminary 
studies of handling methods. Reception area, cask storage, bottling 
areas, cased stores and the wine bin compartments are arranged 
radially around the order, assembly and despatch sections. Casks, 
cases or bottles are stacked 24 ft. high, in specially designed racks 
and bins, by fork-lift truck. 

The building forms a simple shell to house these activities. Various 
compartments are formed with demountable partitions of cement 
rendered woodwool slabs in pre-cast reinforced concrete posts so 
that the various areas may be altered or extended. External walls 
are facing brickwork and inner leaf of 4 in. Thermalite blocks, the 
whole wall being stiffened with concrete cased steelwork. To

improve the insulation, the walls are lined with 
aluminium foil, *‘ Pyrolith’ impregnated battens and an 
inner lining of woodwool slabs at lower level and 
expanded polystyrene sheeting above 

The roof is similarly insulated with double asbestos 
sheets sandwiching fibreglass and aluminium foil, and 
with a *‘ Marleycel’ suspended ceiling. Heating is by 
32 unit heaters arranged in the roof space, each with 
an output of 1,500 cu. ft. per minute. 

The offices have an r.c. framework and hollow tile 
floors. The exterior is clad with precast concrete 
facing slabs with exposed aggregate of dark green 
granite. Window mullions are designed to take parti 
tions which are fitted between finished surfaces and 
are removable.

DERBYSHIRE Education Committee has 
asked the county architect to design the 
prototype of a temporary mobile class 
room, it was stated at the meeting of 
Derbyshire County Council recently.

New Cathedral, Sheffield 


AGREEMENT HAS been reached on changes 
in the shape of Sheffield’s new cathedral, 
states Mr. George G. Pace, in the Sheffield 
Diocesan Review recently. Work is 
expected to start in a few months. The 
basic working drawings are now being 
produced and most of the necessary 
£250,000 has been raised. Mr. Pace says 
that the new plan has had to include the 
incorporation of ancient buildings such 
as the present chapel, the Shrewsbury 
Chapel, the St. Katherine’s Chapel and 
the tower and spire. Nineteenth century 
portions such as the Burgesses Room, and 
newer portions which include the 
Chapter House, have also had to be in- 
cluded, as have also the foundations of 
the western portion of the nave and part 
of the choir, which had been placed in 
position before the outbreak of war in 
1939. It is said that by the use of pre- 
cast and pre-stressed concrete units it 
had been possible to reduce the roof sup- 
ports to four, and this would enable a 
large congregation to be seated in a small 
area. 


Radio Station for Chiltern Village 


THE GOVERNMENT has agreed to the siting 
of a Post Office radio station on land to 
the west of the London-Fishguard road 
(A40) belonging to Kiln Farm in the 
Chiltern village of Stokenchurch, Buck- 
inghamshire. This decision follows a 
public local inquiry arranged by the 
Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment, which took place on January 17 
and 18. The radio station will be built 
in beautiful countryside, but the Post 
Office has undertaken to use materials 
which will merge into the background, 
and to screen the site by tree planting. 
The station will consist of a building 
about 75 ft. square and 13 ft. high, and a 
radio tower 250 ft. high with a maximum 
diameter of 55 ft. 


Shortage of Architects and Engineers

IF YOU WATCH people examining 
furniture find the first thing 
everyone does instinctively is to open a 
drawer. Take a look in a furnished house 
at any exhibition and you will see people 
pulling open drawers in every fitting. It 
would be interesting to analyse the 
reasons that prompt this: an_ idle 
curiosity to see if there is anything in the 
drawer; the suspicion that it may be false 
and does not open at all, bred of long 
browsing in antique shops; the mere satis 
faction of opening it and closing it again; 
and of course the practical reason of see- 
ing how easily it opens and shuts and 
how the drawer is made. There is 
an element of all these things in our 
zest for drawer opening. A drawer that 
opens smoothly and fits so snugly that 
when it is closed it almost forces another 
infinite pleasure and

of a devoted craftsman. 

There many ways of making a 
drawer that there is usually little point in 
attempting to detail it for the craftsman, 
as he will have his own pet way of doing 
it Generally, however, the fronts and 
sides are dovetailed together, but the 
backs are often found to be less carefully 
done and sometimes there is a halving 
joint, rather like toothing. In small 
drawers the bottom is usually flush with 
the front and side, but in larger drawers 
it is housed or screwed into the back, 
front and sides, and consequently it is 
slightly raised, leaving the bottom edge 
of the sides free to act as runners. Some- 
times there is an ovolo moulding between 
the bottom and sides inside the drawer:

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American Architectural Honours 


Double Award for New York Architect 


a yuRY of leading American architects has 
selected seven recently completed build 
ngs for the annual Honour Awards of 
the American Institute of Architects 
These buildings, the jury said, ‘ went far 
beyond mere competence and achieved 
true significance.’ 

Every year the American Institute of 
Architects gives awards to recently com- 
pleted buildings ‘ which demonstrate true 
leadership in architectural design.’ Chair 
man of the all-architect jury was Morris 
Ketchum, Jr., of New York. Serving with 
him were Fred Bassetti of Seattle; 
Richard D. Butterfield, West Hartford, 
Connecticut; Arthur Q. Davis of New 
Orleans, and William L. Pereira, of Los 
Angeles. 

The 1961 AIA Honour Award winners 
are as follows: United States Embassy 
in New Delhi, India, by Edward D. Stone, 
of New York; the Shrine in New 
Harmony, Indiana, and the Nuclear 
Reactor in Rehovot, Israel, both by 
Philip Johnson of New York; Summer 
House in Northville, Mich., by Birkerts 
and Straub of Birmingham, Michigan; the 
Reynolds Metals Regional Sales Office 
Building in Detroit by Minoru Yamasaki 
of Birmingham, Michigan; Fernando 
Rivera Elementary School in Daly City, 
California, by Mario J. Ciampi with Paul 
Reiter as Associated Architect, of San 
Francisco; and the Pepsi-Cola World 
Headquarters in New York by Skidmore, 
Owings and Merrill, of New York. 

It is remarkable that Philip Johnson 
was awarded two prizes. This is the first 
double award since 1955, when the firm of 
Eero Saarinen and Associates participated 
in the design of two winning entries. Mr. 
Johnson’s winning designs, though they 
are widely different in type, have in com 
mon a bold line and a striking aspect. His 
Indiana shrine has as its dominant 
feature a masonry canopy of unusual 
shape. A beehive-like dome rests on six 
concrete piers. The sides of the canopy 
have been constructed in such a way that 
the inside of the shrine is open to view 
from ground level at all points of the 
compass. Mr. Johnson’s nuclear reactor 
building is a massive concrete structure 
with forceful lines, 

In addition to the Honour Awards, the 
Jury of the American Institute of Archi- 
tects selected eleven Awards of Merit. 
They include a variety of projects: The 
Ivory Tower Restaurant in Santa Monica, 
California, architects Richard Dorman & 
Associates, of Beverley Hills, Cal.; the

Along with the raciness of the 
entertainment two thoughts remain: the 
first is the apparent chaos, in the planning 
sense, of that Continent and the fact that 
every day the confusion is seemingly 
being made more confounded. Second, 
it came as a surprise to learn that Lewis 
Mumford of * Culture of Cities’ and * City 
Development’ fame—and who is to be 
honoured by the RIBA on June 27 
not an urban life but as an ‘ escapist’ in 
an isolated New England-style house in 
a remote part of Massachusetts! Evi 
dently not only in old England but also 
abroad is the adage that an ounce of 
practice is worth a pound of precept still 
to be learned by the planning pundits!

‘A feature common to many contracts 
is that the spending committees are not 
notified until a late stage of the circum- 
stances which might give rise to over 
spendings. There are, of course, practical 
difficulties in the way of anticipating the 
full impact of individual variation orders 
on the ultimate cost of a project, particu 
larly so in the case of large contracts 
However, as mentioned earlier, your com 
mittee is satisfied that unless the spend 
ing committees are informed immediately 
of the need for contract variations an 
effective measure of control over expendi 
ture cannot be exercised.’ 

Financial Regulations 

After dealing with the plans to amend 
the financial regulations, the committee

Summary of Conclusions and 
Recommendations 


Stage I 


LIAISON between architect and design sub- 
contractor must be as full as possible and 
must always be directed towards the even- 
tual provision of full information to the 
main contractor, when invited to tender. 

A standard form of invitation to tender 
for sub-contractors (suggestions for 
which are put forward by the conference) 
is a matter of urgency. 

In addition to the information to be 
supplied on the standard form of invita- 
tion to tender, further details will be 
necessary and are suggested in Para. 9 
of the report. 

A code of working principles with re 
gard to general attendances for each sub- 
trade should be produced by FASS for 
incorporation with the standard form of 
invitation to tender. 

During the main contractor’s tendering 
period no further negotiations should 
take place between architect and sub 
contractors. 

If cases arise in which the architect is 
unable to nominate a sub-contractor be 
forehand he must be prepared to supply 
the main contractor with full details of 
the conditions to which such a sub 
contractor, when named, will work. 

A briefing meeting of all principals con 
cerned in the contract should be called 
as soon as possible after the main con 
tractor has been appointed, at which the 
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architect should hand over the primary 
responsibility to the main contractor. 

A second briefing meeting of those 
specifically concerned in the site organisa 
tion of the contract should then be called 
to decide methods of work. 


Stage Il 

The order of site meetings must be 
clarified at the preliminary briefing meet- 
ings referred to above, and suggested 
arrangements for such meetings are out 
lined in Paras. 19-22 of the report. 

Each sub-contractor should appoint a 
Site Supervisor. 

Personal liaison on site, as it affects 
site supervisors in dealing with immediate 
problems, would be improved by the main 
contractor’s representative arranging set 
times each day for consultation. 

On a large contract, involving many 
sub-contractors, an assistant to the site 
agent should be appointed, with the 
specific duty of co-ordinating  sub- 
contractors’ work. 

Site Management courses at super 
visory level, common to sub-contractors 
and main contractors’ staff, should be 
organised as soon as possible. 

Liaison between main and sub-contrac 
tor with regard to working areas, con 
tinuity of work, alteration of plans, and 
clearing of rubbish must be improved. 

The installation of a temporary ring 
mains system (110 volts) might be advan 
tageous. 

If the date of delivery 
fabricated by a sub-contractor is 
poned due to delays on site he should be 
entitled to an advance payment. 

More care is required in the storage 
and off-landing of materials. 

Welfare, safety and insurance co-ordi 
nation should be improved.

Sheffield Park Hill Flats Scheme 


Criticisms of Cost and Building Time Answered 


CRITICISMS of the cost and building time 
of the Park Hill flats at Sheffield con- 
structed by the corporation public works 
department, were answered at a Press 
conference by CLLR. ROY HATTERSLEY, 
chairman of the public works committee, 
on May 19. The complaints had been 
raised during the recent municipal elec 
tions campaign. 

He said that while final figures were not 
yet available, the cost of the work to date 
was over £150,000 below the outside 
quantity surveyor’s valuation of the work 
carried out. He said it was also £320,000 
below the next comparable tender, and 
£340,000 below the tender of one major 
contractor who was considered for the 
work He added, ‘If we had to borrow 
that £320,000, we would have had to re- 
pay each year, for 60 years, £14,820, and 
that would have totalled £889,200, equiva- 
lent to over 20 years’ rent for Park Hill.’ 

On the question of time, Cllr. Hatters- 
ley said that the original contract time 
for 996 dwellings, four public houses, 
tenants’ meeting room, shops and laundry 
was 36 months. But the average build- 
ing time had proved to be 127 weeks, or 


29.2 calendar months. He added, ‘It 
must be remembered that the department 
during that period had other obligations 
to the corporation, including various capi- 
tal schemes and the maintenance of 
52,000 houses. 

‘The plans are now being completed 
for 1,000 dwellings to comprise Part II 
of the Park Hill redevelopment, in the 
Hyde Park area. We think the fact that 
the city architect specified the public 
works department as the appropriate con- 
tractors for the second stage is some indi- 
cation of the general approval.’ 

In a report, MR. HENRY SMITH, general 
manager of the public works department, 
said: ‘ The speed of construction on this 
project is without paralle] either in this 
country or in any country in Europe. This 
has been achieved with an outstanding 
economy in labour. An average of 204 
men were employed, with an average 
labour force of 320 for a few months at 
the peak of activity. These numbers are 
very substantially less than those fore- 
cast by certain leading national contrac- 
tors when interviewed after tendering for 
the work.’

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Alterations in Working Hours and Wage Rates 


Amendments Effective from October 2 


NATIONAL JOINT COUNCIL FOR THE 
BUILDING INDUSTRY On January 12 
announced that: (a) as from October 2 the 
normal weekly working hours for opera- 
tives will be reduced from 44 to 42; and 
(b) that concurrent with the reduction in 
working hours the Grade A standard rate 
for craftsmen will be advanced to 5s. 6d. 
per hour. 


THE 


The Council further decided to stress 
the vital need for achieving the highest 
possible rate of output within the reduced 
working week in order (a) to allow plant 
and equipment to be used to maximum 
capacity; (b) to offset as far as possible 
the increased costs that shorter hours will 
entail; and (c) to maintain the maximum 
volume of employment for the industry. 


To assist in the attainment of these 
objectives and to permit full advantage 
being taken of daylight hours and good 
building weather, the Council decided 
that there should be modification in the 
matter of overtime control to the extent 
of one hour per day, Monday to Friday, 
and approved a revision of the existing 
provision in National Working Rule 2 
concerning meal intervals. 


At its annual meeting on April 26 the 
Council approved and adopted _ the 
amendments to Rule II(b)(i) of its Con- 
stitution Rules and to its National 
Working Rules which were necessary to 
the decisions made.

Overtime Provisions 


NATIONAL WORKING RULE 4—OVERTIME 
AND HOLIDAYS.—Delete the existing work- 
ing rule and substitute: 

A. Overtime—General Provisions 

(i) Overtime shall not count until 
full time for the day has been made; 
this provision not to apply unless the 
loss of time is through the workman’s 
own fault. 

(ii) Overtime in excess of one hour 
on Mondays to Fridays shall not be 
worked except by consent of a Local 
Joint Overtime Committee which 
shall delegate to its officials the 
power to agree to overtime as afore- 
said, but in the event of the officials 
failing to agree the application shall 
be referred at once to the Local Joint 
Overtime Committee. In the event of 
failure to agree, appeal may be made 
to the Regional Joint Committee. 

Where work is carried out in a 
locality where no appropriate Local 
Joint Committee exists, arrangements 
respecting overtime workings shall be 
mutually arranged by the employers’ 
and operatives’ representatives con- 
cerned. 

It shall be permissible for the 
employer to employ labourers on 
overtime in the preparatory work re- 
quired before the normal starting 
time and also for the purpose of un- 
loading materials which have not 
arrived on the job or works in time 
to be unloaded within the normal 
working hours, 

(iii) The working of overtime by 
apprentices of 18 years of age and 
over shall be permitted in accordance 
with the provisions of National Work- 
ing Rule 4, provided that no appren- 
tice shall be required to work over- 
time on days when this would inter 
fere with his attendance at technical 
classes. 

(iv) When men start before the 
usual starting time they shall be paid 
at overtime rates for any time worked 
beyond the normal working hours for 
that day. In no case shall day- 
workers start before 6 a.m. Where 
men are unable to continue at work 
until the normal finishing time for 
the day, the time worked before the 


usual starting time shall be paid for 
at the appropriate overtime rates. 
*B. Overtime Payments 

Overtime shall be paid for at the fol- 
lowing rates: 

(i) 54-day week—-Mondays to Fridays: 
first two hours time-and-a-quarter; 
second two _ hours time-and-a-half; 
afterwards, until starting time next morn- 
ing—double time. Saturdays and Sun- 
days: Time worked between normal 
finishing time on Saturday and 4 p.m. 
time-and-a-half; afterwards, until normal 
starting time on Monday morning 
double time. 

(ii) 5-day week—-Mondays to Fridays: 
First hour—time-and-a-quarter, next two 
hours—time-and-a-half; afterwards, until 
starting time next morning—double time. 
Saturdays and Sundays: First two hours 
on Saturday morning—time-and-a-quar- 
ter; thereafter, until 4 p.m.—time-and-a- 
half; from 4 p.m. on Saturday until nor- 
mal! starting time on Monday morning 
double time. 

*C. Holidays 

In each locality there shall be not less 
than five days of public holiday in each 
year, additional to Christmas Day. These 
days shall be jointly recognised by em- 
ployers’ and operatives’ organisations as 
local holidays for the purposes of the 
building industry in that locality subject 
to confirmation through the machinery 
of the National Joint Council. On these 
days shops and jobs in the locality shall 
close down. 

Work required to be done on the days 
so fixed and recognised as local holidays 
for the purpose of this agreement shall 
be paid for: (i) Christmas Day—double 
time. (ii) The other five or more days at 
time-and-one-half for the period of the 
normal working day and at double time 
thereafter, or at double time throughout 
where that premium rate for local holi 
days has been approved and prescribed 
for the locality in the regional and/or 
local working rules. 

Note.—The references in the foregoing 
(Working Rule 4) to holidays and the defin- 
ing of public or other recognised holidays 
are concerned with the computation of over- 
time payments.

Call for Firmness by Employers 


4 CALL FOR FIRMNESS on unpaid tea breaks 
by building employers is made by the 
President of the Eastern Federation of 
Building Trades Employers, MR. Cc. E 
WADLEY, in his half-yearly review which 
he presented to the Federation’s summer 
meeting at Clacton on May 30. He re- 
fers to the fact that the Chancellor has 
stated that the most recent wage round 
has provided increases beyond the rate 
of productivity increases. By tightening 
up on tea breaks and redoubling efforts 
to increase production, however, the cost 
of the building industry's latest wage 
award [6d. per hour and a reduced work- 
ing week from October, 1961] may to 
some extent be met. 

Commenting on the attitude of the 
Unions towards this matter, Mr. Wadley 
says ‘While the Unions are showing no 
misunderstanding on the reduced work- 
ing week and a wages increase of six- 
pence per hour, there appears to be a 
curious loss of clarity of thought when 
it comes to the interpretation of the 
agreed revision of the Rule relating to 
refreshment breaks. One hopes that their 
customary mental acuity on wages and 
kindred matters will return in sufficient 
time for the Unions to advise their mem- 
bers that refreshment breaks will be un- 
paid from next October.’ 


Memorandum Issued to Members 


Members of the Eastern Federation had 
received a special memorandum setting 
out clearly the meaning and purpose of the 
amendment to the Working Rule, which 
the President hoped, would eliminate the

The President added that in relation 
to the economic position of the building 
industry, capital investment was rising 
and the industry continued to experience 
a heavy demand for its services. ‘ The 
confidence, which ebbed somewhat two 
years ago has now been fully restored,’ he 
says. * This is reflected in the figures for 
apprenticeship recruitment, which in the 
first four months of the year have shown 
a 10 per cent increase on the correspond- 
ing period of 1960 and 50 per cent more 
than in 1959.’ 


Housebuilding Difficulties 


On housebuilding, Mr. Wadley refers 
to the difficulty which some of the smaller 
firms are finding in competing with the 
financial strength of national developers 
and speculators. Nevertheless in spite 
of the land shortages, housebuilders con- 
tinue to be very fully employed. 

Finally, on building costs, the Presi- 
dent says that stability now appears to 
be a thing of the past. To the uncer- 
tainty of labour and materials prices the 
Chancellor has now added the further 
hazard of a payroll tax which can only 
be regarded as a revenue-raiser adding to 
industrial costs and falling particularly 
heavily on an industry such as building 
where the labour content is high. ‘ The 
value of firm price tendering is such, 
however,’ concludes the President, ‘ that 
while pressing steadily for closer observ- 
ance of the essential conditions (namely, 
proper pre-planning by architects and 
their clients) the Federation feels that this 
spur to efficient building should not be 
removed.’

MoW Slating Experiment 


AN EXPERIMENT is being carried out by 
the Ministry of Works on buildings in 
Anglesey whereby a roofing system which 
eliminates double lapping may result in 
a saving of possibly 45 per cent in costs. 
It will be some time before any official 
pronouncement is made regarding the 
experiment. It is claimed that the use of 
slates 16 in. by 10 in. instead of 20 in. x 
10 in., plus less time required to com 
plete the roofing operation, will contr 
bute to the saving in cost, while a larger 
market will be created for the smaller 
slate. Polythene sheeting is used instead 
of underfelt, and plastic instead of putty 
has been used for sealing joints
